Towing & Tickets 

The towing service will consist of 2 
tow trucks and a 4 man staff. One 
truck will be stationed on College 
Avenue, and the other on Sunken 
Road. 

An employee will be at the truck at 
all times, waiting for student 
violators to leave their vehicles. 

To pay for the land purchase and 
setting up the new service, college 
police plan to increase their rates for 
the upcoming school year. 

Any parking violation will be ac- 
companied with a $75 fine. After 3 
violations, the vehicle will be towed. 

According to Chief Jones, "The 
students around here ai'nt that 
dumb. Once they see their car is 
gone, they will know it was either 
stolen by a redneck or towed by us. 
They'll figure it out eventually." 

A student will be required to wait 
10 days before getting a car back. 

To get a vehicle returned, a stu- 
dent must wash and wax three police 
vehicles, and pay a $250 fine.

Mary Washington College an- 
nounced today its plans for purchas- 
ing 550 acres of timberland outside 
of Spotsylvania County. 

Police Chief Charlie Jones explain- 
ed in a news conference that the 
timber is needed to supply campus 
police officers with their own supply 
of paper for parking tickets. 

Chief Jones stated, "We issue 
about 1,500 parking tickets per day. 
The state says we have gone past 
our quota for the year. They won't 
give us any more tickets. We have to 
take matters into our own hands."

Two MWC students were 
murdered in Myrtle Beach, S.C. over 
Easter Holiday. 

Nancy Sullivan and Shelley Harter 
were found dead in room 412 of the 
Lancer Hotel. The two students were 
found by fellow student Kelly Giles. 

Ms. Giles had been to a romantic 
rendez-vous on the beach, and 
returned to the Lancer to find the 
window of the room busted and her 
friends dead, on the floor. 

The police arrived to find both 
students on the floor, covered with 
barbeque potato chips. 

The autopsy showed Ms. Harter to 
have a small amount of marjuana in 
her system, and a large amount of 
beer-Busch beer. 

Also found were large bruises on 
the victim's breast- the student had 
obviously been attacked, and made 
some attempt to fight off the 
assailant. 

Several neighbors reported hear- 
ing Harter say, "Robbie, I'm not go- 



ing to have sex. I want to go to sleep 
now." 

Sullivan, the second victim, was 
found with her bra half-way removed 
and her mini-skirt unfastened. Ms. 
Sullivan also had large burn scars 
across her thumb.
